SALVAGE SHOT FROM THE SEA 


Seamen on English Coast Earn Money 
by Seining Old Projectiles 
to the Admiralty. 


Shot picking is the “art” of retrtor* 
Ing shot and shell from the bottom of 
the sea. 
In order to practice this 
profession nowadays a man must be 
In possession of a boat, plenty of cour­ 
age and a license. 
Target practice la carried on almost 
every day at Portsmouth, I&ngland, 
and the admiralty are willing to pay 
a good price for shells which are re­ 
covered from sand banks and shallow 
water. 
Shot pickers go out to sea in boats, 
watch the firing Intently while It is in 
progress, and then, ss soon as th* last 
shot has settled In the water, dis­ 
perse in various directions In order 
to discover the shells. 
These are located by means of a 
long line weighted with lead, which 
has a small buoy fixed at one end. 
'This end is thrown overboard, and the 
boat is rowed slowly In a semicircle. 
The weighted line drags over the 
sand beneath the water and catches 
against any shell that is projecting 
above the sand. 
A thin. Arm pole is 
then lowered, so that It makes a clean 
line from the shot to the side of the 
boat, and, while this is held In place 
by one man, a pick is thrust down by 
another to draw the projecting shot 
from the sand beneath the water.

The search for a cotton substitute 
has been going on In Europe for a 
long time, and 
many 
experiments 
have been made with the common net­ 
tle. which has been a promising plant 
on account of the strength of Its fiber 
and Its ready growth wild under th© 
most discouraging conditions, with a 
large yield per acre 
The great diffi­ 
culty has been in separating the fiber 
from the woody stem 
In a method 
of treatment th a t has been worked out 
In the last two or three years, the 
dried nettle stem s are boiled about 
hulf an hour In dilute soda lye. and 
the loosened fibers ars then separated 
in a machine with revolving bruahes. 
The material Is then subjected to a 
number of alternate boilings in dilute 
lye and thorough washings, both un­ 
der high pressure. 
Th# product Is a 
mass of yellowish fillers, free 
from 
gum. that can be bleached, combed, 
and spun Into lustrous white yarn. 
This is claimed to have th© smooth­ 
ness and softness of 
flax, 
with

I hemp.

| brilliant damask, and can be used 
alone or with other threads—for up­ 
holsteries. ribbons, and a variety of 
fabrics.
